SUPREME COURT 
UPHOLDS PENALTY 
ON BRIDGES UNION 


Rules for $750,000 Award 
to Spruce Concern Un- 
der the Taft-Hartley 
Act. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court today unani- 
mously upheld a $750,000 Taft- 
Hartley act damage award against 
Harry Bridges’s International 
Longshoremen’s Union, 

The judgment won by the Ju- 
neau (Alaska) Spruce Corp. was 
the largest to date and the first 
to reach the Supreme Court. 

It grew out of a suit charging 
that Bridges’s union damaged the 
company’s business by setting up 
picket lines and making “co- 
ercive” statements during a juris- 
dictional row between two rival 
labor organizations more than 
two years ago. 

The firm had a contract with 
the CIO Woodworkers of America 
but the longshoremen tried to 
force the company to give barge- 
loading work to the Bridges men. 

Bridges’s union has been ex- 
pelled from the CIO on the 


grounds that its leadership. fol- 
lowed the Communist party line.

PARIS, Jan. 7 (AP)—Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Y. Vi- 
shinsky said today the Korean 

ce talks at Panmunjom have 
reached a deadlock. He urged a 
high-level meeting of the United 
Nations Security Council to help 
break it. 

Vishinsky told the U.N. Politi- 
cal Committee “we want these 
negotiations to be concluded suc- 
cessfully.and quickly” and said 
“let’s have a Security Council 
meeting, consisting of high level 
persons, get together and try to 


help them.’ 

He said the Soviet proposal 
would not break up the talks. at 
the front but would merely con- 
sider ways of helping get them 
out of the rut “in which they 
have been floundering for six 
months.” 

Such a council meeting, at- 
tended. by foreign ministers or 
chiefs of state, he said, would not 
delay the talks at Panmunjom 
and would not have the effect of 
shifting the negotiations from 
Korea to Paris. 

“Refers to ‘the Four of Us.’ 


Referring to the truce negotia- 
tions, Vishinsky said: 

“There was some progress, but 
it was tenuous. They have got 
themselves into a deadlock. Let 
the four of us sit down—the for- 
eign ministers perhaps—and try 
to help.” 

Presumably his reference to 
“the four of us” meant Russia, 
the United States, Britain and 
France. 

U.N. observers speculated that 
Vishinsky’s repeated reference to 
“the four of us” might mean the 
Russians would refrain from in- 
sisting at the outset on ousting 
the Chinese Nationalists and ad- 
mitting the Communists. 


‘ Western Amendment Offered. 


The three western powers and 
Brazil respcnded with an amend- 
ment to  Vishinsky’s proposal 
which would knock out any ref- 
erénce to Korea as a first item 
on a high level council, meeting. 
Me amendment stipulated also 
that such a meeting should be 
talled only when it would use- 
fully serve to remove - tensions 
“and establish friendly relations.” 

This. was in line with the United 
States argument that no special 
meeting should be- called at this 
time. 

Both British Minister of State 
Selwyn Lloyd and United States 
Delegate Benjamin Cohen had 
charged that adoption of the 
Soviet plan would delay or dis- 
rupt the Korea truce talks and, 
moreover, probably would in- 
crease rather than decrease in- 
ternational tension. 

They said Russia would use 
such a special meeting as a propa- 
ganda forum for attacks on the 
West. 

U. S. Calls Move Diversionary. 

Cohen told the committee im- 
mediately after Vishinsky spoke: 

“The attempt to. re-transfer the 
critical problems of Korea and 
collective security to the Security 
Council is not an effort to find 
a solution. On the contrary, it 
is .an attempt to prevent any 
progress or any solution except 
in’.accordance with Soviet will.

ALBANIA REPORTED. 
RPENING FOR REVOLT 


Refugee Groups Ask Neigh- 
bors for Pledge to Keep 
Hands Off. 


ROME, Jan. 7 (AP)—Albania is 
rfpening for a revolt against its 
Communist rulers, non-Cominform 
neighbors of that little Adriatic 
country were told last night. 

The National Committee for a 
Free Albania appealed to the Gov- 
ernments of Yugoslavia, Greece 
and Italy to announce they would 
keep a “hands off” policy when 
the hour comes for an uprising 
against the Red Government. 

This announcement, said the 


committee, is needed urgently to 
counteract Moscow-dictated ‘“bo- 
geyman” propaganda with which 
Albania’s Government “is fanning 
the flames of thatred toward these 
now friendly neighbors in an at- 
tempt to find some common bond 
with which to unite a nation com- 
pletely disillusioned with Mos- 
cow.” 

The committee. represents Al- 
banian refugee organizations here. 
It said in effect that the Albanians 
could topple their Communist 
rulers without any help from out- 
side. It explained that its secret 
agents inside Albania report only 
2 per cent of the people are Com- 
munist party members and that 
80 per cent of the soldiers in its 
army are anti-Communist, “most 
of them awaiting the day” to join 
a patriots’ revolt. 

Albanians, said the committee, 
are starving in many sections be- 
cavuce their rich harvests have been 
shipped to Russia. The report 
aid the government of Premier 
Enver Hoxha has turned to purges, 
wholesale arrests and daily execu- 
tions in an attempt to hold power. 


7 KILLED IN MASSACHUSETTS 
FIRE, LOSS PUT AT $1,000,000

(AP)—Seven persons perished in 
a $1,000,000 five-story apartment- 
business block fire last night.

Only a shell remained today 
after the entire five floors col- 
lapsed into the basement of the 
building in a tangled mass of 
wreckage.

He had served as chairman of 
the City Airport Commission 
executive committee. Mr. Gay- 
lord was one of the first St. Louis 
business men to make extensive 
use of the airplane in industry, 
and his company owned a fleet 
of six planes. Some of the planes 
are used to transport executives/ 
and others are employed in 
aerial photography and forest 
patrol. 

An ardent sportsman, Mr. Gay- 
lord liked duck hunting and main- 
tained a hunting lodge near 
O’Fallon, Mo. 

The industrialist in 1950 gave 
30,000 shares of common stock 
in his firm, then valued at $600,- 
000, to a group of relatives. This 
reduced his holdings of the cor- 
poration’s common stock to 492,- 
778 shares with a market value 
of $9,855,560. 

In 1944 he donated a total of 
570 shares of Gaylord preferred 
stock to Washington University,

Thomas vs. Sheen 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your issue of Dec. 12 contains an 
article by Bishop Fulton J. Sheen on 
“Capitalism and Socialism.” The bishop, 
more than some editors or clergymen, 
oe that capitalism has faults. 
He, however, makes certain assertions 
about Socialism which definitely are not 
true of democratic socialism which he 
doesn’t properly distinguish from Com- 
munism. Thus the bishop writes that 
Socialism says that if “religion has 
nothing to say then it should not be 
Permitted to exist. Thus the amoral 
attitude of capitalism becomes the anti- 
moral attitude of Socialism.” 

Nowhere that democratic socialism 
has come to power—for example. in 
Great Britain, New Zealand, Australia, 
Saskatchewan, or the Scandinavian 
countries—has it said that religion 
should not be permitted to exist. It 
has stood in the Jeffersonian tradition 
for separation of church and state. 

I am interested and inclined to be 
sympathetic with the bishop's idea that 
“the secret of escaping from the power 
of others is to diffuse private ownership 
as widely as possible.” But if this is 
to make sense. we have to distinguish 
what kinds of property can be pri- 
vately owned and how. 

What possible arrangement is there 
under which private ownership can be 
extended to the mineral wealth, coal, 
oil, ete., which God gave us all, on any 
fair terms? Is not public ownership 
necessary? By what ethical right is 
ownership of land to be justified except 
in terms of occupancy and use? 

Which would seem to require action 
by the state to prevent landlordism. 
Like Henry George, I distinguish be- 
tween land and improvements to land, 
and think a social system might make 
use of the principle of taxing the eco- 
nomic rental value of land. 

How could the diffusion of private 
ownership deal with money and credit? 
Or with public utilities and such basic 
industries as steel? Merely a multipli- 
cation of stockholders is not the answer 
as long as the operators of the industry 
would have such power over all of us. 
How could the extension of private 
ownership deal with the questions 
raised by the Missouri Valley which 
sorely needs a TVA? 

Not merely for the prevention of 
devastating floods. Bishop Sheen for- 
gets that American Socialists have in- 
sisted for years that when industry is 
socialized, the model for controlling it 
should be the TVA, rather than the 
Post Office Department, with this im- 
portant difference: There should be 
direct representation of all consumers 
and of the workers in the industry on 
the governing board. 

I am a champion of labor unions and 
their necessity even in a Socialist so- 
ciety. Nevertheless, I do not think the 
problem of the railroads would be 
solved on the bishop’s principle of 
labor's organizing “to get itself more 
and more into it (industry) so that it 
will have some capital to defend,” not 
when I consider the record of the rail- 
road brotherhoods and their attitude 
toward colored workers.

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President Truman has received from his own 
party’s majority leader a warning, in effect, not 
to expect much from the congressional session 
which opens Tuesday. Senator McFarland wants 
a short session. He is cool, not to say downright 
hostile, to more taxes, civil rights legislation, 
and the President’s reorganization plan for the 
Internal Revenue Bureau. 

Mr. Truman is free to propose what he will 
in his State of the Union message, but clearly 
not even his own party leadership intends to 
work very hard for actual legislation. With the 
shadow of November projecting itself over each 
day’s session, we may expect from all factions 
much activity to the end of making a record, a 
great deal less to the end of making laws. 

Election year or no election year, there are 
some unpostponable matters which even a pre- 
occupied Congress cannot in conscience decline 
to deal with. One which should be freshest in 
the congressional mind is the clear duty to 
amend the mine safety laws so that the Federal 
Bureau of Mines will have power to enforce its 
recommendations. The horror of the West 
Frankfort explosion leaves Congress no honor- 
able alternative to effective legislation. 

» ” + 

So too the issue of corruption in Government 
cannot be dodged. One of the most rigorous tests 
of congressional attitudes in this sphere will be 
the reception given President Truman’s reorgani- 
zation plan to take the tax collection machinery 
out of politics. The thousands of words that have 
been and will be spilled about honesty in Gov- 
ernment will take on the color of cheap cynicism 
if Congress, out of a petty desire to protect its 
own patronage, fails to concur in the one effec- 
tive step Mr. Truman has so far taken to clean 
up the scandals of his Administration. 

Nor can Congress justify failure to extend the 
Defense Production Act, which expires June 30. 
Stabilization controls and the legal power to or- 
ganize the defense effort cannot be abandoned 
so long as that effort continues. 

If a new tax bill can be avoided, appropria- 
tions to carry on the Govenment cannot. And 
here Congress has no more important obliga- 
tion than to make a thorough and clear-eyed 
study of the military budget. 

The question is not how much money is needed 
to fulfill agreed military goals. but what the 
agreed military goals shall be. So far as the De- 
fense Department is concerned, the military 
goals have been increased since Congress last 
authorized funds to meet them. But Congress 
still must satisfy itself and the people that the 
national interest calls for such an increase. 

It can do that only by full and frank discus- 
sion of the considerations advanced by the De- 
fense Department to justify the new and sub- 
stantially heavier commitments proposed. 

Last year the Defense Department asked for, 
and got, funds to finance an armed force of 
3,500,000 men, including an Air Force of 95 
wings, which represented a doubling of Air 
Force goals for the previous year. Such an es- 
tablishment, Congress was told, would consti- 
tute “a well-rounded force able to strike quickly 
and to retaliate quickly, and upon which to build 
for the future if it should become necessary.” 

*- oe - 

The goal, as defined by President Truman in 
his Economic Report last summer. was “not to 
build maximum defensive power at once: it is 
instead to build reasonable power, and to rein- 
force it with the underlying productive capactty 
and basic economic strength which will enable 
us to be ready for any problem of the future.” 

A raising of sights so drastic as to call for a 
50 per cent expansion of the Air Force repre- 
sents a major modification of that goal. The De- 
fense Department may have good grounds for 
raising its sights, but it should present those 
grounds, and substantiate them. A 143-wing Air 
Force has been estimated to cost 30 billion dol- 
lars a year. Comparable funds for the other two 
services would bring the future military budget 
to 60 billion a year or more. 

This burden the people will gladly carry if 
convinced that it is necessary. But Congress 
must make it a first order of business to ask 
what changes in the international situation since 
last summer have rendered such a commitment 
desirable and wise. 
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Year for a Transit Decision 

The major local issue in the public mind this 
year in all probability will be the transit prob- 
lem. For that reason the Post-Dispatch is print- 
ing a series of articles by Richard G. Baumhoff 
to state the choice which confronts St. Louis. 

The choice is between private management 
of the bus and streetcar system, and public 
management in the form of a metropolitan 
transit authority. Mr. Baumhoff'’s first article 
makes this plain. There jis no place for public 
management by the City of St. Louis alone, for 
the transit system has to serve the metropolitan 
area. And nobody now suggests a system 
direetly controlled by a political government, for 
politics must be kept out of the transit plans. 

Moreover, Mayor Darst’s suggestion for a 
public system to compete with the present pri- 
vate system was probably intended to give him 
more bargaining power with Public Service. 
For if two systems have added to the cost and 
confusion of transit riding in this area, three 
systems would be worse. 

Mr. Baumhoff makes it clear that a public 
transit authority is well within the realm of 
possibility. The question is whether the people 
of the area want to pay for it, and whether the 
advantages would support the price. But St. 
Louis cannot go on down a blind track toward 
decreasing service and increasing fares, Before 
the year is over the public should know where it 
is going on busses and streetcars.

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Crime-Buster McGrath 


Attorney General McGrath’s grand jury inves- . 


tigation of organized. crime comes somewhat 
late, and it comes at a time best calculated to 
divert attention from the deficiencies of his 
own department. 

Mr. McGrath has had plenty of time for crime- 
busting, and an alert Attorney General might 
have been expected to interest himself in the 
matter somewhat more promptly after the Ke- 
fauver Committee exposed the pattern. In 
fact, an alert attorney general would have been 
far ahead of the Kefauver Committee instead 
of some months behind. 

Better late, of course, than never. Mr. 
McGrath has now ordered his district attorneys 
to call 93 special grand juries to investigate the 
rackets, and so far so good. 

But if this spectacular foray against evil is 
meant to smother the public demand for a clean- 
up of the Federal Government itself, including 
Mr. McGrath’s own department, it will not suc- 
ceed. Mr. McGrath has been running a depart- 
ment shown to have been deep in the influence 
business, and deeply involved in the irregu- 
larities of the Internal Revenue Bureau. If 
he had devoted just a fraction of the energy now 
going into the crime investigation to the duty 
of policing the Administration and prosecuting 
wrongdoers who deal with the Government, 
there would now be more public confidence in 
him and in the Administration. 

As things stand, the most effective thing he 
could do to restore that confidence would be to 
resign in favor of an Attorney General of the 
resolute stamp of the late Harlan Stone. 
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A Small Question 

United States District Attorney George L. 
Robertson has announced that six important 
income tax evasion cases have been sent to 
St. Louis for presentation to the grand jury. 

These cases are being expedited, said Mr. 
Robertson, as the result of a routine trip which 
recently took him to Washington. The sugges- 
tion is that everything is on schedule and in 
channels. 

Could it be possible—to voice just a small 
question—that these cases have been on some- 
body’s desk or in .somebody’s files for as long 
aS a year, and that the inspiration to action 
came when Chief Judge George H. Moore sug- 
gested last week that relatively minor cases were 
being presented to the grand jurors here to 
keep their attention off “influence peddiers’’?

Absence of the Mink Coat Man 


E. Merl Young, who did as much to publicize 
mink coats as the mink itself, failed to appear 
on the day scheduled to answer federal perjury 
charges and was arraigned three days late. This 
was strange behavior for a man who has pro- 
tested his innocence go often in connection with 
the RFC “influence” business. 

Young’s name came up repeatedly in the Sen- 
ate inquiry into RFC loans, He made at Icast 
26 visits or calls upon one RFC director. He also 
was associated in a business venture with Bill 
Boyle, the former Democratic National Chair- 
man. His wife, then a White House stenographer, 
got the famous mink coat from a lawyer inter- 
ested in getting RFC loans. In the end, Young 
was indicted for lying to Senators about his 
income and companies interested in RFC money. 

It is true that the court did not notify Young 
to appear on the perjury count, but officials said 
it was his business to know when his case was 
scheduled. Certainly the court had reason to 
think Young would be more than eager to ap- 
pear on time, to try to clear himself. For Young's 
name has come to suggest influence peddling.

Gov. Stevenson Should Act 

Is Gov. Stevenson waiting on the report of 
the Illinois Department of Mines before order- 
ing a public hearing by special state commission 
on the West Frankfort disaster? 

If so the report should reach him in short 
order. A publi¢ hearing is an urgent need. Pub- 
lic officials, including Mines Director Walter 
Eadie; should be called, just as Robert M. Me- 
dill was called after the Centralia disaster. Of- 
ficers of the Chicago, Wilmington and Franklin 
Coal Co. should be questioned under oath just 
as officers of the Centralia mine were questioned. 
Mine inspectors and miners should be ques- 
tioned, 

A report by Director Eadie cannot possibly 
take the place of a thorough state investigation 
by special commission. Gov. Stevenson cannot 
do less than Dwight H. Green did. 
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Have Prices Outrun Wages? 

A certain amount of oratory should be con- 
ceded a union leader addressing a convention of 
his constituents. We hope Philip Murray was 
orating and not expounding basic policy when 
he told the steel workers that in the absence 
of effective price controls there can be no ef- 
fective wage control. The steel workers are jus- 
tified in seeking wage adjustments within the 
staridards of wage stabilization, but not in seek- 
ing to overthrow the standards themselves. 

Everybody knows the deficiencies in the price 
control mechanism, which Mr, Murray deacribed 
as “lying, hypocritical and defeatist.” But these 
do not warnant action to render wage stabiliza- 
tion lying. hypocritical and defeatist. 

Mr. Murray would have a stronger case against 


_ wage stabilization if he could show that the im- 


perfections in price control had permitted prices 
to run wild and far outstrip wages. But this has 
not happened. The rise in the cost of living was 
checked in early 1951 and has been moderate in 
recent months. Between Nov. 15, 1950 and Nov. 
15, 1951—a period which included two monthg of 
pre-stabilization inflation—the consumer price 
index rose 6,9 per cent and average hourly earn- 
ings rose by exactly 6.8 per cent, 

Thus while Mr. Murray can make a case for 
some wage increase in steel, to offset actyal 
changes in prices, he cannot sustain the posi- 
tion that prices have entirely escaped control 
while wages remained frozen. And not until] the 
full impact of the defense effort has been ab-

Free speech was put in our Constitution 
160 years ago. But the government in 
Mount Vernon wasn't for free speech by 
people whose speeches it did not like. It 
passed a law suppressing the speech it ab- 
horred. 

There ig an organization of people who 
believe in free speech and fight to keep 
that freedom free. 

Whenever this free- 
dom is attacked, the 
American Civil Lib- 
erties Union goes to 
its defense. 

It sent John 
Haynes Holmes to 
Mount Vernon to 
challenge the law 
suppressing unpopu- 
lar speech. He stood 
forth, as Harper's 
tells it, to speak on 
a Mount Vernon 
street. 

He began by read- 
ing from a certain 
document much praised in America but 
not always understood. The document 
said: We hold these truths to be self-evi- 
dent, that all men are created equal, that 
they are endowed by the Creator with 
certain unalienable rights, that among 
these are Life, Liberty and the pursuit of 
Happiness, 

That whenever any Form of Government 
becomes destructive to these ends, it is 
_ Right of the People to alter or to abol- 
ish it. 

So read John Haynes Holmes. At the 
word “abolish” the police could stand no 
more. They closed in and led him off to 
jail as a seditious character. John Haynes 
Holmes protested: “I didn't say that. 
Thomas Jefferson said it.” 

“Where's that guy?” demanded the po- 
liceman. “We'll get him too.” 

So in free America, glorying in its free-

dom, a man was arrested for reading the 
Declaration of Independence to the crowd. 


So short of free. sometimes, our free 
speech is. Did you think it hard to make 
out your income tax, translate the speeches 
of Cicero, chart the motions of the moon? 


To understand free speech and be for 
it is harder than any one of these. It is 
hard as turning the other cheek, another 
rule we worship but do not much obey. 


It is as hard as remembering the squint 
in your own eye when what you like to 
pick at is the speck in your neighbor's eye, 


You feel deeply your religious faith: 
someone stands up before you and de- 
nounces your faith as false. Can you grant 
him his right to speak so? Can you grant 
free speech to the doctrines that you 
loathe? 

Much of the free speech we hear is the 
mouthing of the foolish, the ignorant. 
Shall we grant freedom of tongue to the 
silly as well as the wise? Who is to say, 
then, who is wise? 

Unless there is free speech for those 
whose ideas we hate, there is no free 
speech. Even in enslaved Russia one may 
speak free as long as his speech agrees 
with the master men. 

Only when men are free to reproach 
the government and oppose the majority 
is speech free. You favor free speech for 
a Republican. Does that mean you are a 
Republican? 

When the Civil Liberties Union sup- 
ported the right of free speech for labor 
it was denounced as pro-labor. When it 
opposed the suppression of free speech by 
labor violence, it was denounced as anti- 
labor. 

The denouncers failed their test. They 
did not understand free speech. 

Many of us fai]. As long as so many of 
us, failing the test, think of free speech 
as only for ourself and those who agree 
with us, this freedom will be in jeopardy, 
will need brave men to come to its defense 
—even to go to jail for it as John Haynes 
Holmes in Mount Vernon did.

The only kind of war we seck is the 
good old fight against man’s anctent ene- 
mies—poverty, disease, hunger and tlliter- 
acy.—President Truman. 

The last few years have brought happier 
times to Juan Gonzales, farmer of Para- 
guay. 

Through the Credito Agricola de Habili- 
tacion he has been able to start buying 
his farm. He has been helped to buy steel 
tools to replace his old wooden ones. He 
has been advanced credit to buy a culti- 
vator, which he calls “machine of many 
hoes.” He has been taught how to use his 
new tools, better his farming methods and 
improve his land through the Servicio 
Tecnico Interamericano de Co-operacion 
Agricola. 

Maria. his wife. has found life better 
along with Juan. She has learned, at a 
domestic work center, how to improve her 
home, how to better ganitary conditions, 
how to raise a garden and how to better 
the family diet. | 

The Gonzales live two or three times 
better than they did a few years age. And 
they are typical of many families in agri- 
cultural Paraguay. 

The people of the United States can take 
credit for this. Through the Point Four 
program and its predecessor project, th 
have provided a small mission of agrieul- 
tural technicians. This group, with full 
co-operation from the Paraguayan Gov- 
ernment, is remaking the Paraguayan 
economy. And the work has just started. 
An institute of agronomy has been opened. 
Development of dairy farming is under 
way. A model stock farm has n estab- 
lished to experiment in improvement of 
the local beef breed. 


All of the gains have not been on the 
Paraguayan side, Fifty thousand Para- 
guayan farmers who did not use steel 
plows are using them now—they were 
bought in America, There has been a great 
increase in imports from this country. One 
American implement firm was recently 
given a $2,500,000 order from Paraguay. 

But. even more important, we have, at 
small cost, built and strengthened a friend- 
ly neighbor. A decade ago Paraguay, deep 
in agricultural depression, might have 
been an easy victim of Communism. Today 
it is becoming a country of small, prosper- 
ous, democratic landowners and no one 
talks seriously of Communism.

DAYS OF A HIRELING. by John Gilland Brunini, (J. 8, 

Lippincett Co _ 256 paqs., $3.) 

John Brunini uses his own milieu, the 
Catholic publishing business, as a convinc- 
ing profession and necessary anchor for 
his distraught middle-aged protagonist, Hil- 
ary Devoise. Hilary, to an onlooker, per- 
sonified the successful New Yorker. When 
he had made the right friends, and as pub- 
lisher and business manager of The Pros- 
pect, a Catholic lay magazine, he combined 
his dedication to the Church with an in- 
fluential communion with her followers. 

But the introspective Hilary was con- 
stantly burdened by a serious problem— 
the problem of celibacy. Divorced from 
Miriam, whom he had married out of a 
romantic notion that they were both more 
or less “alone” in the world, he discov- 
ered that as a devout Catholic he would 
have to pay in lifelong loneliness for his 
rashness. He set up defenses: the magazine 
which had become his cause; David Brett, 
editor of The Prospect, who was his dear- 
est companion; and Jean, tireless cham- 
pion of Catholic 
charities and causes, 
who was his devoted 
friend. But he was 
harassed by the dis- 
turbing memory of 
Eleanor Winters. a 
non - Catholic, whom 
he almost took for 
his second wife. At 
that time there had 
been the disturbing 
wish for Miriam's 
death which would 
have released him 
for his desire. But 
John G. Brunint © Eleanor turned him 

down and married 
another so he held fast to his faith and 
thought himself secure. 

Then his substitytes failed as defenses; 
the magazine was threatened by financial 
disaster, David Brett died suddenly, and 
Jean found out she had cancer. And at 
such a moment of despair Eleanor came 
back into his life. The strength ef the 
earlier years was gone and Hilary added . 
to all his misery the sin that took him 
stumbling to the confessional. And very 
soon he knew that though he would once 
neve been payer at poten a faith- 
ul in many seemingly unimportant ways 
and had turned evil into good, remindin 
him of the necessity of never-ending vigh 
lance—reminding him that all mankind is 
brother to Job: “The life of man u 
earth is a warfare. and his days are 
the days of a hireling.” 

Mr. Brunini is an adept story teller, 
even though Hilary Devoise’s daily 24- 
hour obsession with his problem is a bit 
oppressive and incredible.

Chief Seeks ‘Better’ Way 
to Regulate Boosts. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 7 (AP)—The 
New York Times says Roger L. 
Putnam, economic stabilization ad- 
ministrator, is trying to find a 
“better” yardstick for regulating 
price increases. 

The Times says Putnam had in- 
structed his staff to study the past 
profit formula now in effect to 
determine whether it could be im- 
proved. ‘ 

The current formula, the Times 
says, prohibits general price in- 
creases for any industry in which 
dollar profits before taxes amount 
to 85 per cent of the average for 
the three best years from 1946 
through 1949. 

The Times says industry spokes- 
men have complained that the 
policy is unfair because it makes 
no allowance for the impact of 
federal taxes on corporate earn- 
ings. 

Putnam, the Times says, em- 
phasized that his search for a 
new formula was not to be inter- 


preted as a sign of dissatisfaction — 


with the old. 

“I believe the present formula 
is a very good one,” Putnam was 
quoted as saying, “but it may be 
possible to find an even better 
one. We want to be flexible and 
not fixed in our ideas of what 
rules will do the best fob.” 

He ruled out any possibility, 
the Times says, that amended 
rules might help the steel indus- 
try win a price increase to offset 
any rise in wages for steel work- 
ers. 

“Our economists could not pos- 
sibly come up with any recom- 
mendations in time to have any 
effect on the steel wage dispute,” 
he was quoted as saying. 

The Times quotes Putnam as 
saying that when he came up 
with a policy that he considered 
better than that now used for con- 


trolling prices, he would turn it 


over to Michael V. DiSalle, direc-

The Atlantic Ocean 

As A “Fishpond.” 
NE of our readers asks who 
first called the Atlantic 
Ocean a “fishpond.” 

This expression is not heard 
very often today, but it once had 
considerable currency. As_ to 
why such a term should have 
appealed to the popular imagina- 
tion sufficiently to remain as a 
metaphor in the language is any- 
one’s guess. It might be its 
quality of the bizarre, which is 
first of all in the application of 
“pond” to the enormous ocean; 
and then any pond is naturally a 
fishpond, is it not, depending on 
the luck of your catch! As a 
matter of fact, your perfectly 
good Webster fails to list “fish- 
pond” as a word. 

Sir Walter Scott alluded to a 
character who came “Over the 
herring-pond,” and Robert 
Browning wrote in one of his 
poems that, “The herring-pond 
is wide.” And herein may lie the 
answer to the question as to why 
this expression survived, namely, 
because of the literary auspices 
under which it has been em- 
ployed. The fishpond’s nickname, 


“herring-pond”, goes back anoth- | 


er 200 years before the Victor- 
ians to Thomas D’Urfey, an Eng- 
lish dramatist who wrote in his 
“Pills To Purge Melancholy”: 
“T’ll send printed scrolls beyond

‘Obsolete Gesture’

ATRICIA doesn’t want to be given away. 
P “Why don’t you start a campaign against the out-of- 

date wedding ceremony?” she asks, “Last week I attended 
the wedding of one ot my high school chums. The clergyman 
asked who gave this woman in marriage and the father, 
who had been standing there iike a scarecrow, answered 
‘I do.’ Then he sa‘ down looking very pleased with himself 
and the ceremony continued. 

“I think this is simply disgusting, Dr. Popenoe. My friend 
is no child—she’s 22 years old. Her father doesn’t own her. 
What business has he to pretend to be giving her away as 
if he were giving away a pet dog or some old clothes? Why 
should any woman be humiliated by being treated as if she 
were a piece of private property? I think you should start 
a campaign for a modern form of wedding ceremony.”

, THANKS for the invitaticn, Patricia, but I have enough 
campaigns on hand to keep me busy, already. No woman 
needs to be married with that particular form of ceremony 
unless she wants to. Personally, I wouldn't choose it. But

His Mother, Wife From Whom He

Marion Davies Were Only Ones 


Who Mattered to Famed Publisher

SECOND OF TWO ARTICLES. 
BEVERLY HILLS, Calif., Jan. 7. 
IN THE LIFE of the late Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst, fabulous 
publisher of newspapers and 

magazines, and producer of the 

pioneer film thriller, the “Perils 
of Pauline,” there were only three 
women who really mattered. 

None of them was named 
Pauline. But his life was full of 
perils, domestic and financial. In 
a way, like Pauline, he was al- 
ways dangling from a cliff. He 
liked to live dangerously, and he 
succeeded. 

The first woman in his life was, 
naturally, his mother. He was an 
only child, and he inherited all 
the advantages and disadvantages 
of that situation. 

Phoebe Apperson Hearst was 
born on Dec. 1, 1842, on a large 
farm bordering the Meramec 
river in Franklin county, Mo. 
Her ancestors were English and 
her father was of the Apperson 
family that had settled in Cul- 
pepper county, Ky. 

She taught school for a time 
in Crawford county, Mo., and then 
leaving her home in St. Louis, and 
her many friends, went West with 
her husband, George Hearst. The 
route lay by way of the Isthmus 
of Panama. Often she rode with 
her husband on his trips into the 
mountains, follo ‘ng trails or go- 
ing where there yet were none. 

She came to know the excite- 
ment of hold-ups, landslides, run- 
aways, and all the incidents of 
frontier life. She worked with 
her husband and was with him 
when he located some of his rich- 
est mines. The trips took them 
into Nevada, Utah, Idaho, Mon- 
tana and the Dakotas. 

With the success of her hus- 
band’s ventures and his election 
to the United States Senate, Mrs. 
Hearst moved from San Francisco 
to Washington, where she became 
one of the leaders in the social 
life of the capital, beginning in 
1886. 

Mrs. Hearst was an exceptional 
woman. She never feared her 
boy Willie would go broke. She 
expected he would run through 
money—but then he had much 
money to run through! 

Second of the three women in 
Hearst’s life was his wife. Hearst 
played stage-door Johnny and be- 
came infatuated with Miss Milli- 
cent Wilson, who had brief stage 
experience. They had a church 
wedding in New York in 1903, 
and she bore him five sons. 

Then something happened to 
separate Hearst from Mrs. Hearst, 
who had always conducted herself 
with dignity. Hearst moved to 
California about 1926, and lived 
at his fabulous ranch, San Sim- 
eon. Mrs. Hearst continued to 
make her home on Manhattan’s 
Riverside drive. The Hearst 
newspapers never attempted to 
explain the estrangement, but 
they did give Mrs. Hearst columns 
of praise for her charity efforts, 
particularly the Free Milk Fund 
for Babies which promoted prize- 
fights at Madison Square Garden, 


When Hearst died last August 
at the Beverly Hills estate he had 
given movie actress Marion Da- 
vies, Mrs. Hearst emerged from 
her seclusion and flew to Califor- 
nia for the funeral in his native 
city, San Francisco. 

The other women were not 
there. 


years ago. And Miss Davies, for 


Hearst’s mother had died 


years his constant companion, was 
not invited by the five sons, who 


in their father’s lifetime, had paid . 


homage to her as if to an empress, 
co-reigning with their father. 

At the San Simeon ranch, liv- 
ing in feudal Spanish style, 
Hearst was an elderly reincarna- 
tion of Don Quixote, tilting at 
windmills to his heart’s content. 
No one else in America had such 
an estate as his, fronting 200 
miles on the Pacific Ocean, mid- 
way between San Francisco and 
Los Angeles. 

or the last four years of his 
life, he was an invalid, though his 
mind was clear up to his death, 
his sons say. No longer physically 
able to lord it over San Simeon, 
and throw the enormous parties 
for which he was famous, he re- 
tired to the comparative solitude 
of Miss Davies's little estate, 
which comprises only about four 
city blocks, not far from the plush 
Beverly Hills Hotel. This his-her 
estate (it was his and became 
hers) has a citrus grove, high 
walls, a lodgekeeper’s cottage, a 
barred iron-grill entrance, and a 
private police patrol. 

Most Hollywood stars are eager 
to publish their addresses so that 
tourists may drive around and ad- 
mire their haciendas and swim- 
ming pools. - Miss Davies did not 
care for that kind of publicity. 
You won't find her listed in the 
telephone directory or the tourist 
brochures. 

In their heyday W.R. and M.D. 
had owned many properties. In 
New York, for instance, the Zieg- 
feld Theater, the Ritz Tower, the 
Warwick Hotel. During the de- 
pression, when the publishing 
magnate required a little ready 
cash, the ex-show girl dug into 
her stocking and was able to lend 
him a million. 

* * * 


ISS DAVIES was not nearly 
M tte greatest actress in the 

world—no Ethel Barrymore, 
no Nazimova, no Netherstone, not 
half of a Tallulah. But she was 
good looking and amiable. 

Hearst spotted her first in 1918 
when she was a show girl in the 
musical extravaganza “Chu Chin 
Ghow.” He decided she had 
talent for Hollywood, and thither 
she went. He had been interested 
in Hollywood and Hollywood 
characters, like Charlie Chaplin 
and Tom Ince, since he financed 
“The Perils of Pauline,” starring 
the immortal Pearl White. Now, 
with Marion Davies, whose maid- 
en name was Douras, under his 
aegis, his Cosmopolitan Produc- 
tions set out to make her a star 
of musical and dancing films. 
That he accomplished in a way, 
though her cinema adventures 
were reported to have cost him 
$2,000,000. 

This despite the fact that the 
Marion Davies screenings were 
overwritten in every Hearst pa- 
per, and the Hearst critics gushed 
over them as if William Shakes-

peare had come alive again. 

It was no secret that, with his 
wife residing alone in New York, 
Hearst lived year after year at 
his San Simeon ranch in Cali- 
fornia. He occupied one wing 
of his feudal castles Miss Davies 
frequently occupied another wing 
and, as they say in diplomatic 
circles, everything was correct. 

Hearst was 88 when he died in 
Marion Davies’s Beverly Hills 
home. On the night of his death, 
she was up late, and one of the 
doctors gave her a_ sedative. 
When she awoke, he had died 
and his body had been removed 
from the house of the woman 
who had co-reigned with him 
over the Hearst empire for a 
quarter century. 

Thus ended the Great Romance 
than began so brightly on Broad- 
way and was to fade out so 
drably in Beverly Hills. But an 
epilogue cometh. 

The Chief had always been the 
Chief, one and alone. Who was 
to succeed him in charge of the 
Hearst empire? 

Everybody got into the act. 
Hearst's will, with its many con- 
fusing codicils, named as execu- 
tors of his estate eight of his 
leading executives: 

Richard E. Berlin, Martin F. 
Huberth, William M. Baskervill, 
Harold G. Kern, Richard A. Car- 
rington, Henry S. Mackay, Wil- 
liam <A. Curley and Walter 
Howey. Dick Berlin, who has 
been boss of the Hearst maga- 
zines, is generally picked to win 
out in the coming struggle for 
power. 

These executors will serve with 
the five Hearst sons as trustees 
of various trust funds established 
under the Chief's will. 

The sons are George, William 
Randolph Jr., John, David and 
Randolph. Of these, young Will, 
who served in France as a war 
correspondent, is regarded as the 
cream of the crop. He looks 
like his father, too. 

Shortly after the Chief had 
been laid to rest in San Francisco 
beside his Missouri-born. parents 
and a few blocks from his birth- 
place on Nob Hill, Miss Davies 
announced that she and Hearst 
had. signed a voting trust agree- 
ment whereby the survivor was 
to take over administration of the

bruised. Here is how to repair it. 
First remove the damaged pa- 


per from the area. After it is off 
you will notice that not only was 
the paper bruised but the plaster 
wall as well. 


The plaster can be fixed up by 
removing the loose plaster and 
ther patching with patching 
plaster or spackle. When the 
patch is dry, coat it with.a little 
glue size. Use a piece of paper 
the same color as the rest of the 
wallpaper and slightly larger than 
the area that is to be patched. 
Tear this around the edges so 
that you get a feathered edge. 


Coat the back of this patch 
with paste and then put the 
patch into place. If the wall- 
paper has a pattern, move the 
patch around until the pattern 
on it lines up with the pattern 
on the rest of the paper. 


As the edges of the paper for 
the patch were torn rather than 
cut they'll have a nice taper to 
them and once they are pressed 
down and stuck will make a very 
inconspicuous patch. 


If the wall in back of the pa 
was made out of wallboard vad 


will be absorbed by the wallpaper 
and make a nasty looking stain.
